the Schedule below:—■

such goods nave not been produced or manufactured to the Union of 
South Africa/South West Africa, Rhodesia or Portugal; 

(II) such goods are shipped on through consignment to India on or before the 

31st March, 1908 without any grace period whatsoever; and 
(hi) nothing in this licence shall affect the application to any goods, of any 
prohibition or regulation affecting the Import thereof, In force at the 
ttoie when such goods are imported.
